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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims require essential or critical 
features which are not adequately described in the specification and which are not 
conventional in the art or known to one of ordinary skill in the art. For example, 
consider the features "a metal advanced lateral crystallization region" in claims 1-5 and 
9-1 1 ; "a plurality of metal advanced crystallization regions" in claims 1 and 10; "a metal 
advanced crystallization region" in claims 6-7 and 9; "a metal induced lateral 
crystallization region" in claims 12-13; and "a plurality of metal induced crystallization 
regions" in claim 12. There is insufficient description of these specific features in the 
specification that the knowledge and level of skill in the art would not permit one skilled 
in the art immediately envisage the product claimed from the disclosed process. 
Applicant fails to point out exactly wherein the application that provides the support for 
the features mentioned above. 
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Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The disclosure fails to teach one of ordinary skill in the art how to form no dopant 
portions on sides of the channel region. Without this disclosure, one of ordinary skill 
cannot practice the invention without undue experimentation because of the number of 
operational parameters in the process. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The disclosure fails to teach one of ordinary skill in the art how to form at least one 
portion between the metal advanced lateral crystallization region and one of the metal 
advanced crystallization regions located outside the channel region. Without this 
disclosure, one of ordinary skill cannot practice the invention without undue 
experimentation because of the number of operational parameters in the process. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. The phrases "a metal advanced lateral crystallization 
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region" in claims 1-5 and 9-11; "a plurality of metal advanced crystallization regions" in 
claims 1 and 10; "a metal advanced crystallization region" in claims 6-7 and 9; "a metal 
induced lateral crystallization region" in claims 12-13; and "a plurality of metal induced 
crystallization regions" in claim 12 render the claims indefinite. These phrases are not 
defined by the claims, the specification does not provide a standard for determining 
what is encompassed by a metal advanced lateral crystallization region and what is 
encompassed by a metal advanced crystallization region. Therefore, one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not reasonably derive a proper understanding of the scope and 
content of the claims. Applicant is requested to point out exactly wherein the 
specification that provides the support for the above claimed limitations. 

The specification does not provide an adequate description of a metal advanced 
lateral crystallization region and a metal advanced crystallization region. A metal 
advanced lateral crystallization region and a metal advanced crystallization region are 
not defined in the specification and are not well known to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art. Therefore, Applicants do not particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which they regard as their invention in a manner such that a skilled 
person would be able to determine the metes and bounds of the claimed invention with 
the precision required by the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 112. See In re Hammack, 
427 F.2d 1378, 1382, 166 USPQ 204, 208 (CCPA 1970). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 08/02/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Claimed features are not clearly defined in the specification as originally 
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filed and claimed languages are not consistent with the languages used in the 
specification. In other words, claim languages are not supported by the specification as 
originally filed. The 112, 1 st and 2 nd paragraph rejections are maintained.
